•□□□□□□□□  The  A72  water  background  values  were  developed  from  concentrations  measured 
in  the  Animas  from  2009  through  2014.  EPA  and  ESAT  did  the  sampling. 

o Samples  from  runoff  conditions  (May  through  July)  were  deleted. 

o Total  of  14  non-peak  data  points 

o I used  ProUCL  to  do  the  stats  shown  to  the  right  on  the  table. 

•□□□□□□□□  The  Bakers  Bridge  and  32nd  Street  bridge  values  were  from  both  previous  sampling 
and  August  5-6  before  the  plume  arrived. 

O Bakers  Bridge:  3 from  2012-2014  and  2 from  August  5-6 

O 32nd  Street  Bridge:  1 from  2012-2014  and  3 from  August  5-6 

•□□□□□□□□  Sediment  background 

o Bakers  bridge:  4 total  background  samples,  2 spring,  2 fall.  Averages  shown  for  both. 

O A72:  3 spring,  2 fall.  Averages  shown  for  both.
